quered with white andblacke Marble. 


The Veſtry is next, a ſtately place, all arched 
and paued as the former, Thecheſts,and prefles, 


and other places where they keepe their holy

6 Further Obſernations of the ; 
Veſts,and _ ofthe Altars, arc all made 
of precious wood,the walles couercd with hiſto- k 
ricall pictures, From this Veſtry they aſcend by ; 
many ſteps varothe high Alrar. The place where - 
this Altar ſtands is foureſquare, and paued with ; 
Lafpar of diuers colours. In the ſame place arc 
certaine Oratories , built for great Princes to 
heare Maſſe, which Oratories are diſtinguiſhed 
into foure little Chappels, and adorned both'on 
the wallesand payement with checkered Iaſpar. 
This place where the Altar ſtands, is ten foot 
higher thea the Church, and they goc downe 
 fromhence to the Church by certaine ſteps be- | 
| fore the great Chappell all of Iaſpar. Through 
this holy place(as they cal it)they go into theRe- 
liquary, where are kept divers precious reliques 
_ of the Sainrs(forſooth) and ſhut vp in their cofers 
or boxes. The like Reliquary is on the South- 
f{idealfo, full ofmany rare monuments. 
Oathe one fide of the high Altar is a little 
houſe, wherein is diſtributed the holy Euchariſt, 
a place of great holinefſe and devotion ſurely, On 
the walls ofthis houſe are curiouſly painted foure 
hiſtories out ofthe old Teſtament,ſhadowing out 
this holy Sacrament , In the roofe is portrayde 
the Rainebow in the clouds with many Cheru- 
— bins and Seraphins abour it. 
Betweene this houſe and the high Altar ſtands 
_ the Sacriſtza, within which is the Cuſtodia of 
the holy Euchariſt (as they call ir) This place is 
built vpon eight pillars of Taſpar of a yellowiſh 
colour, with ſome veines or ſtreakes of white; 
xis This 
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This Iaſpar is ſo hard and excellent that it cannot 
be roliſhed but with Adamant. The barres and. 
chapiters wrought with flowers, are all made of 
gilded metrall ; On the bates whick hang ouer 
the wrearhes ſtand cight ſtatucs of the Apoſtles, 


the other fourc ſtand in other hollow places 
thereabour, Thoſe twelue ſtirtucs are cut and i in- 


graucn with admirable Art, and arc guilded by 
fire. The paucment of this Sacriſtia is layd with 
digcrs kindes of Iaſpar, and wrought in gilded 
mcttall with Meſaique worke. The two leauec 
dorcs of this holy place, are made of the beſt rock 
chriltall included in guilded metrall, and are {6 
tranſparent, that the inner Sacriſtia or Cuſtodia 


whercinthe holy Euchariſt is kept, may caltly be 


diſcerned. This peece by thoſe that haueſecne ir, 


_ and all other rare peeces inthe world, is thought 
to bee the moſt exquiſite and admirable. The 
maine contriuer of this curious fabricke was that 


famous Arcite& 1acobus de Frizzo, wholtpent fe- 
uen whole yeeres in cutting and poliſhing thole 
lTaſpcrs. 

Noware wecometo the high Altarir ſelfe, a 
worke no leſſe noble and artificiall, built all 'of 
fine Iaſper and marble, whereon are placed many 
croſſes, candleſtickes and other pretious orna- 
ments. This Altar is beautified with many curt- 
ous Pictures and foure high places for the ſaid 
pictures, whercof ſome are higher then other, 
In the loweſt, berweene two painted tables, is the 
place where the Cuſtodia ſands.On each fide of 


Kare two ſtatues, repreſenting the foure "7" 
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of the Church, Hierome, Lduguſtine, Grezory, and 
Ambroſe. This Cuſtodia 1s of pure Iaſper, and a- 
dorned with flowers ingrauen 1n Iaſper of diuers 
colours, vpon which as vpon their Baſes ſtandall 
the other ſtatues and columnes of greene and 
yeallowiſh Iaſper, with their feetc and chapiters 
of guilded metrall. The ſquare tablets vpon the 
chapiters, asalfo the wreathes, and borders, and 
globes, are made ofa morerefined and party co- 
louredIaſper. What fhall I ſay more? The whole 
peeceis compoſed of the richeſt Iaſper of ſeuerall 
colours, with mettals caſt and guilded. 

Next to the pictures of the ſecond high place 
or hollow, are two other ſtatues on cach {de , re. 
preſenting the foure Euangeliſts. After the ſame 
order onthe third high place are placed on cach 
ſide,two other ſtatues,one of S. 1ames the Apoſtle 
of Sparne,the other of S. Andrew the tutclary Saint 
of the houſe of Burgundy.Onthe vppermoſt high 
placeare the images of S. Peter and S. Paul. The 
innermoſt Sacriſtia or Cuſtodia ( as they call it) 
wherein the holy Sacrament or body of Chriſt 
(as they fay ) is preſcrued;, is made wih the grea- 
teſt artifice that could be diuiſed., It hath foure 
pillars of the pureſt Taſper, whoſe baſes and cha- 
pitersare of pure wrought gold, and ſo are the 
tablets, and borders, and wreathes, and flowers, 
all about the Cuſtodia. Heere and there alſo are 
placed many ſhining Emralds. The feete of thoſe 
pillars are of the ſame ſtone, engraued, and inlaid 
with gold in diuers places. Three lirtle ſquare - 
_ pilaſters which ſuſtaine the feete of the other pil- 
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| lars, areof filuerand gilt, the ground-worke or 

' foundationof the whole is compoſed of the ſame 

| ſtone, interlaced with gilded mettall. The tablets 

! and ſquares of the pillars or pyramids, arc of the \ 

| ſamematerials with the pillars, the champherino 

whereof 1s all of wrought gold. The priamids 

are made of the richeſt Iaſper of a dusky co- 

lour. The little ſpearcs or bals on the top, are of 

fine wrought gold. The hinges and borders of 

the two leaucdores,are {iluer,and gilt. The doorcs 

themſelues are of rocke Chriſtall. That fide of it 

toward the Church hath a large ſquare window 

of the ſame. The two other fides are adorned 

with vari-coloured Iaſper, and inlayd with purc- 

gold. With the very ſame materials and artifice 

is the inſide beautified, Inthe midſt of the roof: 

hangs a precious Topaze, wherein 1s lay yp the 

conſecrared body of Chriſt (as they belecue) in- 

cloſed in a boxe of pretious Arhatc.

Inthe 
midſt of this fourcſquare Vault, or Cloyſter, is 2 
pleaſant Garden, diſtinguiſhed into diversbeds 
and knots moſt curiouſly. Inthe'midlt of ir, is 
a pretty fabricke of eight corners, repreſenting 
the forme of a Church, builrof ablacke ſtone, 
and adorned on the inſide with diuers coloured- 
Taſper.
